NO PRISON WANTS DUJAT. 


Bigamist Barred from Sing Sing pate 
Cropsey Refuses to Resentence Him. 


Alexander Dujat, former Queens 
County Clerk; is back’ in jail at Long 
Island City, after having. been sent to 
serve from one to three years in Sing | 
Sing Prison for bigamy, the Warden of’ 
Sing Sing having refused to receive the 
prisoner'on the ground that the sen- 
tence as passed would end in a Winter 
month, which is against the law. Jus- 
tice Cropsey was expected to resentence 
Dujat, but he is: quoted as saying~he 
will take no further action. Dujat. is 
chafing under the delay, and no one is 
able to say when he will go to Sing 
Sing or whether he will remain indefi- 
‘nitely in the Queens Jail. 


District Attorney O’Leary said last 
evening: 

‘“‘I -went to see Justice Craprey be- 
cause Dujat had been returned to the 
Queens Jail. I will have to refer you to 
him as to what he said at:the inter- 
view. So far as any future action. in 
the case is concerned I am not interest- 
ed. The work of the District Attorney’s 
office was cdmpleted when Dujat was 
ares oe and sentenced.”’ 

Asked if he would resentence Dujat, 
Justice Cropsey said: 

‘Certainly not. It is no concern of 
mine. ;;Somebody else ereated the prob-| 
lem, and now they can work it out. The 
sentence is entirely in conformity with 
the law. The longer the defendant 
stays out of prison the later it will be 
when his time is finished.’’

Young Man Twice Attempts Suicide

BEGIN EVACUATING: POLAND. 


Germans in Warsaw Disarmed— 
Reports of Pogrom There. 
LONDON, Nov. 15.—The German Army 
has begun a general evacuation “of Po- 
land, according to an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Copenhagen, . quot- 
ing reports from. Berlin. German troops 
in. Warsaw have been disarmed and 
arrested, as have all German civilians 

in the Polish capital. 

The British Foreign Office has issued 
a statement saying: 

‘*‘ Reports of a pogrom at Warsaw 
have reached the Government... Should 
these reports: prove true, it would point 
to a-serious situation, because forces of 
violence and disorder, already thteaten- 
ing the life of every population between 
the Rhine) and the Volga, would vbe en-- 
couraged.”’ 

The statement points out that the Al- 
lies and United States. are ready to 
lend their whole resources to the task of 

restoring the economic basis of orderly 
civilized life’ in those countries, and are 
showing by their acts that they desire 
order and civilization.

Soldiers, Seeing No Chance to

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Cessation of 
hostilities in Europe and disappearance 
of the prospect of meeting the. enemy 
on the battlefield has brought an “im- 
mediate loss of morale amotig Ameri- 
can. troops: at home that is regarded ‘at 
the _War Department as somewhat 
alarming. It is understood that steps 
to deal with the situation already are 
being prepared. 

Reports from all divisions on Nov. 11, 
the date of the armistice, without ex- 
ception contained glowing references ‘to 
the high spirit of the men. and to their 
evident desire for early embarkation. 
Upon \news that the armistice -had been 
signed, the mental attitude of the indi- 
vidual soldier is said to. have undergone 
a marked change. Instead of bombard- 
ing his immediate superiors with queries 
as to the probable date of entraining for 
the seaboard, he became anxious as to 
the date of his release from service.

WHEN VAN WYCK WAS MAYOR. 
In. the days of Roperr A. VAN 
Wrcx, the first’ Mayor of Greater 
Néw York, now dead in Paris, this 
city had neither a, partisan nor a non- 
partisan governinent. Politics, as we 
understand thé word today, had noth- 
ing to do with it. The city was swag, 
divided. on the exact principles upon 
which Fagin iised to divide the. swag 
which the Artful Dodger and his pels 
brought home: ‘Tammany had once 
been .a political party, and now again 
‘has some resemblance to one, but in 
Vax Wrck’s day—that is, RicHaRp 
Croker’s day—it was simply a gang, 
When, in 1897, Tammany won 
back the city, Croker and his asso- 
clatés went off to Lakewood, where 
they spent the next six weeks appor- 
tloning’ the spoil of victory. Some of 
it had been already apportioned. 
Croxkgr had selected VAN Wrcxk for 
the Mayoralty, for instance, not -per- 
mitting his name to come before the 
public until the day the so-called 
convention: met. VAN WrckK was 
thus‘ appointed to the Mayoralty as 


-Devekr was later appointed Chief; of 


Police and as other members of the 
gang ‘received their several. appoirt- 
ments. In no case was the appoint- 
mént regarded by the recipient as one 
in which to perform a duty.

The method under Croker was 
that of ‘‘ assessments '’ levied upon 
individuals and corporations, and the 
city government was not used for rob- 
béry, but for the purpose of greasing 
the wheels of the various schemes for 
which these contributions were col- 
lected. Never, under Tween or:any- 
body else, had the city been so.system- 
atitally ‘‘ worked.’’’ “It was done al- 
most openly, the gang apparently fig- 
uring that four years would be enough, 
and that at the end of that time it 
did not matter what the people would 
do: The people turned them out of of- 
fice, of course, and Croxsr retired to 
Ireland and Van Wrcx to Paris, each, 
doubtless, with a chuckle. 

Van Wrcxk never for a moment re- 
garded himself as Mayor of.New York, 
but solely as the member selected by 
thé chief to hold a certain post for the 
purpose of facilitating the work of thé 
gang. He rendered) faithful service 
and was liberally rewarded, especially 
in stock of the Ice Trust. New York 
had never seen such a Government as 
it’ had during the four ‘years of his 
nominal Mayoralty. Although an 
educated man, and coming from good 
stock, his manners were coarse and 
his. temper violent, and there was 
nothing to choose ween his way of 
receiving a@ deputation of clergymen 
and an east side Police Captain’s 
way of receiving a derelict at the sta- 
tion.

Mgr. Mooney Suggests Thanksgiv- 
ing Services in Churches Tomorrow. 


Mgr. Joseph F. Mooney, in charge of 
the Archbishopric.of ‘New York, has 
sent a letter to the pastors of all Roman 
Catholic Churches in the diocese in 
which: he says:
